DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 6, the closest prior art to the instant 
invention is Grafe (DE 3314049 A1). GRAFE teaches a milling tool rotating about an 
axis (16), having an envelope surface, plurality of axially spaced inserts arranged in 
spiral rows wherein a first insert (60) (thus also insert pocket) located closest to the front 
end has another length (longer) than the other insets/insert pockets within the same 
flute (6) ('049, figure 2 and abstract). GRAFE also teaches the inserts of adjacent rows 
being staggered relative to one another ('049, abstract). 

However, GRAFE fails to anticipate or make obvious the active edges of the 
cutting insets of the same flute partially overlapping each other.
